They had the appearance of having been set- 
tied for three or more years; had a quantity 
of stolen stock and old huts. 

The scouts attacked, but were driven back 
to the main body of the troops. The mount- 
ains being inaccessible for cavalry, the troops 
dismounted and made a march of twelve 
wiles. 

They found the Indians strongly in- 
trenched on the crest of a large spur of high 
mountains. The troops, 300 strong, made an 
attack ati o’clock. ‘hey had to climb the 
mountains on their hands and knees. The 
Indians, failing to damage by firing, rolled 
bowlders down the mountain side without 
effect, ° 

The Chief, supposed to be Juh, had his 
station dna high poiut of the monotain. 
His commands to the Indians could be heard 
distinctly for a mile. 

It took two hours for the troops to gain 
the crest of the mountain. When reached 
two were shot dead. 

The fight on the summit lasted two hours. 
The troops swinging behind the left of the 
Indians made an attack by charging bayo- 
nets, forcing them from their position. The 
Indians fled, leaving eleven dead bucks on 
the ground. Twosoldiers were killed and 
eight seriously wounded. 

The Indians were driven for miles. The 
trail showed much blood, and a great many 
are supposed to be wounded.

Commissioner of Railroads; and the exhibits 
accompanying the former relating to moneys 
due the United States by the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company. The Commissioner recommends 
that bis letters and exhibits be transmitted to 
you (to be considered with his letters and ex- 
bibits of the 2d of February iast) for the insti- 
tution of legal proceedings to obtain judgment 
against said company for whatever sum may de 
found due the United States, and for a judicial 
determination of what are *net earnings” 
within the meaning of the act of the 7th of May, 
1878. He finds the sum of $825,905 to be due the 
United States from said company for the year 
ending the 3ist of December, 1882. This added to 
the sum due on the Jist of December, 1581 (8001. 
837), makes a taal of $1,727,722 due 
the United States on the 3ist of December, 
1882.

RECOMMENDATION.

HAINES’ HARANGUE. — 
Mr. Haines took the floor to combat the state- 
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ments of Mr. Witloughby in hie speech Wedoes- 
day. Mr. Haines declared this was not a ques- 
tion of morals or reform, but it was a question 
of local self-government. He dweit at iength 
upon the subject of government in various 
States and the rights accorded the people, and 
claimed this was an effort to deprive communi- 
ties of certain privileges to which they were eu- 
titled under the law of the State. The 
constitutional proposition of uniformity 
in taxation could not be reconciled with the pro- 
visions of this bill, as it was discriminating, 
and therefore on the plea of revenue the bill 
would be a violation of te Constitution. He 
pronounced the assumption of “hich iicense”’ 
at $500 a high sham, a high fraud, as a large 
number of cities already enforce a license of 
$600, $1,000, and $1,500. The bill was intended, 
he said. as a punishment for Chicago, and was 
calculated to confiscate the property of hun- 
dreds of saloonkeepers who cou not pay the 
amount demanded by this bill. He also sug- 
gested that it was to be carried by sharp dip- 
lomacy on the part of the Republicans, who ex- 
pected to secure enough flats on mo- 
cratic side to help them succeed. He did not 
believe the Democratic party in Knox County, 
or in any other county in the State, would sup- 
port an unconstitucional measure. 
PARKER’S PLEA. 

Mr. Parker addressed the House in a speech 
asserting the demand of the peopie of the State 
for action on this question, regardiess of party 
affiliations. The opposition came from the 
moneyed imterest engaged in the business 
of liquor-seilling. The bill cougar to 
become a law, even though complaint were 
made that it bore unjustly upon some. All laws 
affected unfavorably some individuals, regard- 
less of rpose or provisions.

MORRISON’S AMENDMENT. 


The roll was then called on that portion of the 
Morrison amendment fixing the beer license at 
$150. The low-license Democrats split up at the 
start, some voting yea and others nay. The 
leaders got together, however, changed their 
votes, and mostof the rank and file followed 
like a flock of sheep. A number of them bad to 
explain their votes, and the common explana- 
tion wus that they were avainst the bill and 
against all amendments. Mr. Harper voted for 
the amendmert at the last moment.

Senator Merritt's bill providing that organiza- 
tions for the purcnase and sale of real estate 
for purposes of reclamation and improvement 
may be formed and conducted under the pro- 
visions of the act concerning corporations was 
read a third time, provoked considerabie dis- 
cussion in view of its supposed relation to the 
improvement of lands suomerged by the Kas- 
kuskia and other Egyptian streams, and was 
finally postponed and made a special order for 
next Tuesday.

Senator Hereley called up his Gambling bill, 
briefly explained its necessity, particularly in 
the latitude of Chicago, and the measure was 
advanced to third reading with the Judiciary 
Committee amendments.

LANSING, Mich., May 11.—(Special.]—Re- 
turns have been received from 872 corre- 
spondents, representing 665 townships. Five 
hundred and nfty- ix of these returns are 
from 381 townships in the southern four tiers 
of counties, The month of April, like the 
month of April, 1882, was cold and dry, and 


vegetation made but little growth. At. 


Lansing the average temperature was 46 de- 
grees Fahrenheit as compared with 45 de- 
grees Fahrenheit in 1882. The highest tem- 
peraturein April was 85,. lowest 17. The 
figures for last year were 75 and 19 
respectively. The average temperature for 
the first nme days of May was about one de- 
gree higher this year than last, and the av- 
erage lowest night temperature for the same 
time was five degrees higher this year than 
last. Therainfallin April of last year and 
this was nearly the same—about 1.9 inches. 


The rainfall for the first nine days of May 


amounted to nearly three and a half inches, 
as compared with less than half an inch in 
1882. The wheat-winter-killed in the south- 
ern four tiers of counties is estimated at 
20 per cent, or one-fifth of the acreage’ 
seeded. This is 5 per cent more 
than the winter-killed, as estimated on the 
Ist of April, and twice the amount killed in 
the winter of 1881-82.

BY his veto of the dangerous and unnec 
essary “short-pole” ordinance Mayor Har- 
rison has shown that he recognizes the

, which looks to the perpetuation of the over- 
ground telegraph and telephone wire nul- 
sance. His veto message proves that he 
entertains a wholesome respect for the good 
opinion of the business public, who are not 
favorably impressed with the system of 
bribery and corruption by which the passage 
of the ordinance through the Council was se- 
cured. Tue mischievous scheme is dead, and 
the Council which attempted to embody 
it among the city ordinances has counted 
itself out of existence. What the new 
Council may do with the question of dispos- 
ing of the telegraph wires time will show, 
but for the present the city is free from the 
threatened invasion of its sireets by a new 
corporation armed with almost limitless 
powers and subject to no restraining author- 
ity. In the meantime the various plans for 
burying the wires are being tested in many 
cities, and it will be indeed strange if some 
efficient and practicable system is not soon 


found.

Tur High-License bill was further debated 
in the Illinois House yesterday, but went 
over till Tuesday next without final action. 
Morrison's amendment fixing the rate of 
beer licenses at $150 was adopted. The prop- 
osition to fix the beer and wine license at 
$250 was voted down. The free-for-all license 
was left at $500, as in the original bill. We 
cannot but feel that the reduction of the beer 
rate to $150 was a grave error. It was a con- 
cession to an imaginary force of beer men 
in the House, who, it was supposed, could 
thus be won over, but this hope was 
not justified in the vote. According 
to our correspondence this morning, 
the $150 amendment gained but two 
votes for the bill and lost it five. 
The majority for it was less than it 
would have been for the $250 proposition if 
the latter had been squarely presented, If 
the $150 clause shall be permitted to remain 
in the bill it will hardiy deserve to be called 
a“high”-license measure. It will add but 
$47 per annum to the license now paid on 
beer-saloons in this city, and it will leave the 
door open for numberless frauds and 
evasions of the law. We are inclined to 
think that even a $250 rate, or any discrimi- 
nation in favor of beer and light wines, is a 
mistake, inasmuch as the higher rate in many 


as a lower rate is allowed. This dan- 
ger is greatly aggravated by a reduction 
to $150, as a premium of $350 per annum 
is thereby put on fraud. Mr. Gregg 
yesterday offered an amendment intended to 
bring the country-saloons within the opera- 
tion of the law. This amendment, it is said, 
will be adopted. Wecertainiy hope so, for 
without it the bill would be a travesty on 
igh license as it is understood and enforced 
in other States, .

AN ABRGUMERT FOR HIGH LICENSE. 

Judge Barnum's court-room Thursday last, 
on the occasion of the frial of Thomas Walsh 
for the murder of his wife, presented a scene 
worthy the pencil of a Hogarth or a Doré. 

Walsh was a confirmed drunkard. He was 
in the habit of beating his wife unmercifully 
when brutalized by alcoholic drink. One 
evening, in a drunken fit, he beat, and 
kicked, and pounded her almost to death. 
The poor wife erawled into bed and sank to 
sleep, never to waken again. The drunken 
husband lay down by ber side, and in the 
morning, turning his face towards her, be- 
held a corpse! His little child, 5 years old, 
under compulsion, had held a light to guide 
the murderous hand, and meantime had 
pleaded, O papa, for my sake, don’t whip 
mamma any more!” 

In the court-room Thursday the murderer 
sat in the dock a pale and shivering wretch— 
sat there under the plea of guilty of willful 
and malicious murder. His little 5-year-old 
child was there, only half realizing the horror 
that covers her young life with a pall as 
dark ds Erebus. The parents of the mur- 
dered woman were there weeping. The po- 
liceman to whom Walsh surrendered him- 
self, and who found the bruised and lacer- 
ated body of the murdered woman in a state 
of complete nudity on the wretched bed, was 
there. The Doctor was there to say that: 
From the top of the head to the soles of the 
feet the body was a mass of cuts and bruises” ; 
that the scaip was beaten to a pulp: and that 
the breast was broken in as if by a kick.” 
A woman who lived in the adjoining room to 
that of the Walshes was there to testify that 
on one occasion Mrs. Walsh borrowed 10 
cents of her to buy a drink for her husband 
so that he would not beat her. The gentie- 
men of the “defense” were there for the 
purpose of introducing “a number of wit- 
nesses to show the good reputation of the 
prisoner”! 

The prisoner took the witness stand to 
state that his dead wife was during life ad- 
dicted to the vice of drunkenness; that on 
the night of the murder she had “urged” 
him to buy whisky, that he had bought it: 
that they drank it together; that they 
went to bed drunk together at 4 o’ciock in 
the afternoon; that he awoke at 7 o'elock 
and found his wife on_the floor; that this en- 
raged him, and he n proceeded to beat 


how.in the morning he wakened, raised him- 
self, and encountered “his dead wife's star- 
ing eyes, touched her icy form, and, with a 
shriek, jumped out of bed crying, My God! 
‘Lizzie is dead!’” The wretched murderer’s

THE PERILS OF WALL STREBT. 

The rule of Wall street is that men who 
make a business of seeking a living out of its 
chances almost invariably fail. The catas- 
trophe at the end is the more certain if at the 
beginning the ventures of the navigator of 
this treacherous sea are successful. There has 
been u long list of these speculators of fort- 
une in Wall street, and so unsuccessful 
have they been that the world today would 
not recognize their names if we were to call 
the list. Drew, who taught Fisk and Gould 
their kindergarten lessons in finance, was 
one of the ablest of the Wall street gentry, 
but his collapse was, though long delayed, 
utter when it came. 

It the rumors that are now flying like scud 
through Wali street are not wrong, another 
great speculator is about to pay his debt to 
the maeistrom. When a man who entered 
Wall street less than ten years ago with not 
less $8,000,000 is seen to be selling costly 
pictures at a sacrifice, and mortgaging his 
homestead, the reason is usually not far to 
seek. Those are the familiar signs that the 
frequenters of Wall street know well. This 


‘fraternity have a jupine keenness in detect- 


ing the portents of coming ruin, and an equal 
ingenuity in helpmg it along if they can. 

The overator Who is the subject of the very 
definit statements made to our New York 
correspondent by some of the kind friends 
he has made in Wall street was asked, when 
he appeared to testify before the New York 
Committee on Corners, what his oceupation 
was. “Iam a speculator,” was his reply. 
Since he landed in New York from San 
Francisco his name has been continually 
before the public, and never in connection 
with anything but a speculation. He has 
bought and sold all the leading stocks on the 
New York Stock Exchange, and has dipped 
into many other commodities. Wheat, lard, 
oil, and opium have allured his itching palm. 
He was not a dealer who bought things that 
his judgment said were cheap, and held them 
for a rise, but a manipulator who bought or 
sold on margins, and looked for his profits in 
successful bets on prices. 

There is nothing in such a way of working 
for a livelihood or a fortune to attract pub 
lie admiration—uniless it be very successful— 
and nothing at all to claim the public regard. 
This career is without a line on which to 
build a phrase of commendation for public 
service. except perhaps what was done to 
prick the bubble of the bonanza that held 
San Francisco wrapt in delusion. When the 
stocks of the mines of the Comstock lode 
were selling at their highest he saw that the 
bonanzas were exhausted, and his persistent 
attacks on the stocks finally broke them 
down, and today shares that sola then for 
hundreds of dollars each are now selling for 
afew cents. But Chicago remembers Mr. 
Keene for his manipulation of the wheat 
marketin 1879 and .1880, which disturbed 
values for almost atwelvemonth, and did the 
greatest injary to this city and even the 
whole country. The rivalry of India with 
us in the wheat markets did not become a 
thing to be noticed until the high prices 
charged by that combination drove our buy- 
ers to other markets. 

Wall street is one of the most perfect cen- 
tres of exchange in the world. It is an ex- 
cellent place in which to buy securities or 
sell them. Business can be transacted no- 
where else with such accuracy, speed, se- 
crecy, and with the help of such smooth ma- 
chinery, and abundance of capital asin Wall 
street. In buying real estate you do well if 
you can borrow 50 per cent of its value. In 
Wall street you can borrow 90 per cent of 
the price of your stocks, and do it with no 
more ceremony than in buying acigar. It is 
this facility and this abundance of re- 
sources that prove the ruin of those who 
make betting on the moods of the 
public as seen through its  price- 
lists their means of livelihood. Every hu- 
man interest has its pecuniary aspect, and 
the pecuniary interests of the whole United 
States and some of the rest of the world are 
continually flowing in and out of Wall street, 
raising and lowéring its level every minute. 
Wo controls Wall street?“ one of our re- 
porters once asked Mr. Gould. “No one,“ 
he replied, ** Wall street is a great ocean: no 
man can control its currents.” Less shrewd 
speculators have supposed they could con- 
trol Wall street: that they could foresee its 
shadows and anticipate its stbrms and its 
calms. Their fate is always the same. Wall 
street is a good servant, a good instrumen- 
tality to use if you need its commodities, but 
a very poor master to serve for a lifetime.

CHICAGO AND CHARLESTON. 

If the title of “The Hub” applies to any 
American city it is to Chicago, with its 
scores of railroad spokes running out in 
every direction. One of the most noteworthy 
of the projected additions to the rail outlets 
of this city is about to be furnished by South 
Carolina. We called attention the other day 
to the arrangements that have been made to 
supply Chicago anu the West with the fruits 
and vegetables of the Carolinas and Georgia. 
It is now announced that the means have 
been secured for completing the Carolina, 
Cumberland Gap & Chicago Railway, which 
will give us direct access to a new seaport, 
and open up a very productive agricultural 
and mineral region to the trade of this city. 

This enterprise is one the idea of which 
dates back to the prosperous days of Charles 
tou before the War, when the taxabie vaiua- 
tion of the city was twice what itis now. 
Nearly a full generation after it was first 
conceived it is for the first time in the way 
of realization. When completed the road 
will, with the South Carolina Railway, form 
a direct connection between Charleston and 
Chicago, Louisville, and Cincinnati. The 
line will begin at Aiken, go by way of Ab- 
beville and Edgefield, cross the Blue Ridge 
through the Eastatee Gap, and, passing 
through the Oumberland Gap to London, 
Ky. will make connection with the Louis- 
ville & Nashville for Chicago and the Ken- 
tueky Central for Cincinnati. 

Little is known in the North of the re 
sources of the country through which this 
road will pass, but they are of great value. 
The coal and iron deposits and the forests 
“Of Kentucky, which this enterprise will 
bring for the first time within reach, are of 
superb richness. Within a few hundred 
yards of the Cumberland Gap there is, the

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GLADSTONE’S NEW DEPARTURE. 

The announcement made in the British 
Commons Monday by Mr. Gladstone that 
Gen. Wolseley and Lord Alcester (Admiral 
Seymour) would receive, instead of a hered- 
itary pension, a “lamp” sum in recognition 
ot their services in the Egyptian war marks 
an important new departure on the part of 
the English Literal party. Mr. Gladstone’s 
change of base on this question (for some 
time ago he advocated, though somewhat 
teebly and in a half-hearted way, the grant- 
ing of hereditary pensions) makes it quite 
plain that he has determined to disassociate 
himseif for the future from the faithless ter- 
ritorial titled igs who so basely deserted 
him last Thursday night, and has struck 
hands with his truest and best friends—the 
Kadicals. 

The latter have protested for many years 
against those hereditary pensions which are 
such an enormous tax on the English people. 
They have pointed out in most cogent lan- 
guage the absurdity of paying out annually 
large sums pf money to titied nobodies in- 
capable of doing any real service to the State, 
because some one of their ancestors had 
done something beyond the common, or had 
ministered to the pleasures of some royal 
roué, These protests have heretofore been 
without avail, but it is clear that a beginning 
in the direction of reform has been made. 
Ilow necessary it is will be rendered appar- 
ent when it is known that the total amount 
received by the present beneficiaries of public 
bounty is over $83,000,000. The annual tax 
for this purpose on the English people and 
for the commutation of the pensions—that is, 
a purchase of the right of the bounty-re- 
ceiver to draw annua! pensions in the future 
—is in the neighborhood of $8,000,000, The 
seandalous character of some of the pensions 
has been so recently pointed out in Tur 
TRIBUNE that repetition will not be neces- 
sary. 

The point of Mr. Gladstone’s announce- 
ment, however, is, that he has declared his 
independence of the reactionary Whigs and 
espoused the cause of the progressive Radi- 
cals. This means the reconstruction of par- 
ties on intelligible lines, the abandonment of 
the Liberal party by the reactionary Whigs 
of the Harcourt-Forster school, and probably 
an early dissolution. @ , 


PARNELL’S ATTITUDE MANLY AND 
WINNING. 

“Gath” was at thé Philadelphia Irish 
convention and went away somewhat im- 
pressed, and particularily by the appear- 
ance of the conservative element of the 
gathering. The priests,” he says, were 
fine-looking, discreet, yet kindly impelled.” 
But he was not greatly impressed by the 
action of the convention.

“By the best be- 
havior they cannot have complete liberty at 
once. Liberty is a bride only to be obtained 
through great merits and great probation.” 
Quite trne. Yet we find this gathering of a 
thousand Irishmen, a vast majority of whom 
are undoubtedly most anxious to secure lib- 
erty and self-government for Ireland, sepa- 
rating without one word of condemnation for 
the cowardly Phenix-Park assasinations, 
without one word of protest against dyna- 
mite plots, without one word of denuncia- 
tion of the murder societies which have dis- 
graced Ireland during the last year, and 
robbed her of a very large share of the sym- 
pathy which the manly attitude and wise 
policy of Mr. Parnell had won for her. 

They did, however, place themselves on 
record as seeking the unattainable, as de- 
termined in speech and by resolution to ob- 
tain that which cannot be, and ought not to 
be, obtained except “through great merits 
and after iong probation.” They departed 
from the course of the leaderto whom they 
professed loyalty, and instead of advancing 
under his direction have sought to push him 
forward to his own destruction. Instead ot 
acting like disciplined soldiers under a great 
General they acted like a mob who had re- 
pudiated leadership. 

Mr. Parnell seeks the attainable. He has 
kept in view steadily the attainment of 
land-reform for Ireland. He has devoted 
himself to this policy with considerable sue- 
cess. IIis success would have been much 
greater had not the impracticable, visionary 
irreconcilebables, the malcontents, and the 
murderous ruffians.of Dublin interfered. 
The Irish leader deviated but once from a 
sensible and wise course, when he sign — 
mischievous “ No-Rent Manifesto,” and 
he was in prison and had no means of — 
the temper of the people. The state of affairs 
had been misrepresented to him by light- 
heated enthusiasts and fanatical -doctri- 
naires. But he had the manliness and the. 
statesmanship to counsel the withdrawal of 
the manifesto when he found out the truth. 
He manfully acknowledged his error. 

He has been warned by this mistake, and 
is not now to be driven from the wise course 
he has so discreetly laid out for himself by 
the windy nonsense of revolutionists, who at 
a distance of 3,000 miles seek by resolutions 
to establish Irish independence, dismember 
the British Empire, and recreate a nation—in 
a day. 

Mr. Parnell knows well that without a 
united Ireland and without the codperation 
of Ulster, as weil as of the English Radicals,. 
little can be done for his country. He is 
pursuing the course which will unite Ireland 
and win that necessary codperation. His 
success depends entirely on his persistence 
in this course and in the avotdance of all en- 
tangling alliances with the crazy revolution- 
ists and posturmg patriots of the Philadel- 
phia convention. The storm of rage and 
hate which the Carey revelations and the 
dynamite threats have produced in England 
will soon blow over. Mr. Parneli’s aid 
will be found necessary to the success of 
the genuine Liberals of England. They will 
not have, nor will they accept, his assistance 
without adequate compensation. This will 
take the form of further amendment of the 
Land act so as to include leaseholders; the 
improvement of the purchase clauses; the 
extension of the franchise to the mechanics 
of the towns and the agricuitural laborers, 
and the establishment of county self-govern- 
ment; and, finally, home rule, if the county 
self-government experiment works well. 

The reverse which the Gladstone Ministry 
encountered last week must hasten the carry- 
ing out of this program. Mr. Parnell can 
afford to bide his time, and to pay no atten- 
tion to those who, whilg prétending to sup- 
port him, repudiate and condemn Parliament 
ary agitation.

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THE ALASKA CORNER. 

Everything in the United States seems to 
be running to corners. The greatest of these 
corners, geographically, and perhaps peou- 
niarily, is the corner on Alaska whieh has 
been got up by the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany. Its recent purchase, referred to Thurs- 
day by our San Franciseo correspondent, of 
the Alaska Western Fur Company completes 
its monopoly of a territory which stretches 
as far to the west of San Francisco as Maine 
is to the east of it, and which is more than 
twice as large as France. 

The information given by our correspond- 
ent with regard to the resources of Alaska 
will be surprising to most of our readers. 
The climate of Sitka is better than that of 
England. It is no warmer in summer, and 
in winter is no colder... It is warmed by the 
great Pacific Ocean stream from the Tropics, 
called the Japan current. Cattle live on 
grass outdoors all the year round, The furs 
of Alaska are the least of its treasures. It 
has goid mines; better yet, it has good coal 
deposits, and petroleum, and copper. Its 
forests contain exhaustless growths of cedar, 
spruce, hemlock, and fir. The fisheries are 
wonderful. Alaska is capable of furnishing 
the salmon supply of the world. Its cod 
banks are greater than those of Newfound- 
land. 

With all these riches inviting the hand of 
the enterprising Yankee the white popula- 
tion of Alaska is shown by the census of 
1880 to be but 430. Why is this? 

„The explanation is a very simple one. 
Alaska is cornered. Our San Franeisco cor- 
respondent cannot see it. His opinion of 
the Alaska Commercial Company is a very 
roseate one. He is too near. Sixteen years 
have elapsed since the Territory came into 
the possession of this couutry, and it has not 
yet any government. That which Russia 
had given it has of course been withdrawn, 
and none has been set up in its place. Every 
other part of the United States has some 
kind of government. Alaska has none. This 
is not because it is worthless. Quite the con- 
trary. It is because it is worth so much. It 
is too good a thing for the corporation that 
has cornered it to divide with the crowd, even 
if it does belong to the crowd. 

Many attempts have been made to procure 
a Territorial Government from Congress for 
this vast region. All the precedents are in 
favor ef such action. But there has always 
been an influence that could defeat it. High 
officers of the army have asked permission 
to be allowed to explore Alaska. It has al- 
ways been refused. The country has re- 
lapsed under the civilizing influence of Amer- 
ican monopoly into a state of civil and legal 
chaos. ‘The way to get property in Alaska is 
to go and take it. The way to maintain a 
title is to fight for it, if anybody wants to 
take itaway. No matter what crimes a man 
may commit in Alaska, he is not a criminal, 
for want of a court to try him. 

If an explanation of the mysterious influ- 
ence that has always availed at Washington 
to prevent the creation of a Territorial Gov- 


ernment, and even the military survey of the 
country, is sought we cannot give it. The 


Alaska Commercial Company for many years 
has always had one of its principal stock- 
holders residing in Washington. But this 
resident partner has devoted himself with 
unwearied assiduity not fo business, but to 
pleasure-seeking. His principal occupation 
is giving dinners to Congressmen and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, and obviously dinners 
in Washington are not à necessary bar to 
government in Alaska. 

We have told the public more about it by a 
good deal than they have been able to learn 


| in sixteen years from the Government. But 


the most important thing about it we have 
not been able to ferret out. That is, Why is 
not this smiling region opened to the public ? 
This Alaska business is the greatest and 
worst of thepublic-land swindles. 

* MASSACHUSETTS IDEAL.

This action of the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture has gone almost unnoticed by the press 
and people of the country, but to us it seems 
one of the most serious incidents of the 
times. That such a resolution should be 
passed by such a body as the Massachusetts 
Legislature is supposed to be betokens a 
very serious relaxation in the standards of 
public virtue. It is a notice to the men who 
have been betraying the trusts of Govern- 
ment in the management of the public lands 
and the Pacific roads, or anywhere, that they 
need not be afraid of popular or official con- 
demnation of their treachery. 

Massachusetts is making a new and pecul- 
lar record for itself. It has elected one of 
the most gusty demagogs in the country its 
Chief Executive. It is shown to have main- 
tained at Tewksbury a State charity that in- 
dulges in the name of humanity in the gross- 
est abuses of helpless men and women, and 
now it proclaims to the world thatin Massa-

MACEO. 
TRIUMPHANT TORIES BRING UP wNXOTHER 
DISAGREEABLE SUBJECT. 

Lonpon, May 11.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Sir Richard Assneton 
Cross, Conservative, called attention to the 
surrender of the Cuban refugees—Maceo, 
Rodriguez, and Castilio—to the Spanish au- 
thorities at Gibraltar. , 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, Conservative, 
attacked the policy of the Government, 
which, he said, was weak and cringing. 

Sir Charlee Dilke, President of the Local 
Government Board, denied that Spain had 
acted in a manner to give England the right 
to demand the return of the Cubans. 

Hardinge Giffords, Moderate Conserva- 
tive, contended that there had been an abso- 
lute breach of international law, and that the 
British Consul bad connived at it. 

Attorney-General James supported the 
views of Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary. 

Fitzmaurice said it was hoped Macgo 
would soon be liberated, but that the tone 
assumed by the Tories was not rely to 
favorably influence his case. 

So far as the dispatches have shown the cage 
Of Maceo is exactly as the Tories put it. The 
refugees supposed Chey were safe at Gibraltar. 
They were captured by Spanish trcops. Great 
Britain made a peremptory demand for their 
liberation, and was met by a peremptory re- 
fusal. Mr. Gladstone then made a less per- 
émptory demand, which resulted in Spain ask- 
tug Great Britain March 28, 1883, to be content 
with the liberation of Maceo and his associates, 
they to remain in Spain like ordinary exiles un- 
der spionage. Two days later Rodriguez and 
Castilio were let out and arrived at Malaga April 
10. Maceo Was then “released under espi- 


onage.” In réply to further appeals from 
Gladstone the Spanish authorities answered 
that they had decided not to evia the liberty 
already allowed to Maceo, the Cuban retugee, 
nS they Were in posséssivo of information that 
he intended to return to Cuba when he should 
be | iberated.

THINKS. 

Berry, May 11.~The Emperor William 
has written the Prussian Cabinet .referring 
to the War and Navy Ministries, Which he 
says were caused by want of energy on the 
part of Gen. von Kameke and Admiral von 
Stosch in provecting the Imperial preroga- 
tives of military command against the pre- 
tentions of the Reichstag. 

(When Von Stosch “resigned” the Emperor 
issued an order in which he not only praised 
Von Stosch for all his conduct, but specialiy 
thanked him “for the almost unhoped- Tor way 
in which be bad promoted the development of 
the young German navy.

IN DIFFICULTIES. 

AN INSURANCE PRESIDENT ARRESTED. . 

New York, May 11.—|Special.}~—Andrew 
J. Smitb, President of the Manhattan Fire- 
Insurance Company, which went into liqul- 
dation early in March last upon the discov- 
ery that Louis P. Carman, the Secretary of 
the company, had disappeared, and that he 
had embezzied funds of the company to the 
amount of over $39,000, Was arraigned in the 
Tombs Police Court yesterday, before Jus- 
tice White, and held in $5,000 bail to await 
the action of the grand jury on a 
charge of perjury. The charge was pre 
ferred by John A. McCall Jr., State Super- 
intendent of Insurance. In his affidavit Mr. 
McCall says that in the annual report of the 
Manhattan Fire-lusurance Company, which 
was filed in the office of the State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Jan. 31, 1881. President 
Smith swore that the unpaid losses of the 
corporation were ouly $43,730, while they ex- 
ceeded sum by at least $75,000, 
and that the liabilities the 
company were only $12,000, while 
in fact they were at least $37,000, 
Upon being arraigned in the Tombs, Mr. 
Smith through his counsel pleaded not 
guilty, and waived examination. His maiden 
sister, Miss Charlotte J. Smith, ame se- 
curity for his appearance whenever called 
upon to answer an indictment by the grand 
jury. A warrant of arrest was also issued 
Tuesday against Louis PF. Carman, the old 
Secretary of the Manhattan Fire-lnsurance 
Company, on the aflidavit of Mr. Call, who 
swears that Carman embezzled from 
the assets of the company the sum 
of $39,143, and that the books of the 
company were altered in order to 
conceal the fraud. Frequent erroneous 
entries, the affidavit says, have been made in 
the journal and cash-book, for the purpose 
of deceiving the stock and policy hoiders as 
to the true condition of affairs. Mr. Carman 
disappeared from his home in this city Feb. 
N. While’ the Directors of the Manhattan 
Company were engaged in investigating 
his books. He is a nephew of Mr. Smith, the 
President, and his uncle placed such 
implicit confidence in him that, although he 
was frequently absent from duty for days at 
atime on what his companions called his 
“drunken sprees,” Mr. Smith never sus- 
pected anything wrong about his favorit 
nephew. Carman has not been seen or heard 
from by his friends in this city since his sud- 
den disappearance, and he is probably far 
beyond the reach of the Warrant for his ar- 
rest which has been issued, 


CENTRAL PACIFIC, 
SUIT OF AN OLD STOCKHOLDER. 

New York, May 11.—The suit of David 
Stewart, banker, against Collis Huntington 
and others, was brought to trial today in 
the Supreme Court. When the Central 
Pacific Railroad of California was first 
started it is alleged that Huntington 
ordered the plainti®? to purchase 
200 shares of stock in the company April 21, 
1870. These shares were sold to Huntington 
for their par value, with interest at the rate 
of 7 per cent from 1867. Stewart avers that 
Huntington, for himself and three other 
capitalists of California, agreed if he or 
they should pay any more for other stock 
than they had paid him for his, then they 
would make up the difference with him. 
Stewart alleges that Huntington and others 
did pey over as high as $500 a share for other 
stock, and he elaims that he is entitled to the 
difference between that price and 8189 

r share paid him for his stock. 
Che amount Stewart secks to 
recover is $76,000, with interest from April 21, 
1870. Huntington says he acted alone with 
Stewart on his own behalf and responsi- 
bility; that afterward when Stewart said 
some other 8 had been paid large sums 
for their stock he denied this, and said if 
he did pay any more to other persons he 
would also pay the increased price to Stew- 
art. He declares no contract or agreement 
was entered into, and he paid no person 
more than 8139 per share. 


M’ SWEENEY. 
AN AMERICAN CITIZEN WHO WAS KEPT IN A 
BRITISH nsr x. 
New Lonx, May 11.—[Speelal.I— Daniel 
Mesweeney, an American citizen who was 


confined for fourteen months in Dundalk. 


Jail, in Ireland, upon the charge of inciting 
to riot, arrived here today in thé Steamship 
State of Pennsylvania, of the State Line. 
Mr. McSweeney is a stout-built man of me- 
dium hight, with gray hair and a deter- 
mined expression of countenance.

In order not to remain idle he took charge 
of afreehold property at Carrow Cannon 
House. County Done At the time 
of the land agitation in the spring 
of 1881 he took oecasion to denounce 
the British Government iu strong terms. 
Although no outrages had been committed 
in that district, Mr. McSweeney was arrested 
June 2, 1881, on the charge of inciting to riot, 
and was taken to Dundalk Jail, where hie re- 
mained for fourteen months and ten days. 
He states that during his imprisonment he 
was Offered release three times if he would 
agree to leave the country.

Troy, N. T., May 1I.—ISpeclal.I— There is at 
the extensive car-shops of the Central Hudson 
Railroad Company at West Albany one of the 
finest and most complete coaches that has ever 
been built at that place. It is for the use 
of William K. Vanderbilt, and the plans were 
prepared under his personal supervision. The 
body of the car is sixty feet long and uine feet 
eight inches in width. The frame work 
is constructed of selected oak timber, and the 
floor planks are of Georgia pine. The paneling 
of the outside is of whitewood. The 
body is put together with bolts and 
is thorougbiy braced throughout witb a view to 
strength and resistance in be event of a cullis- 
ion. Twosix-wheeled tracks are beneath the 
coach. The exterior is painted a struw-color, 
ana is handsomely striped and decorated. 
The ‘interior is entirely finished in mabogany, 
except the bead linings, which ure of 

lain whitewood without decoration. The ma- 
— is exquisitiy carved aud has received a 
high polish. The lamps and ali other trimmings 
are of vant bronze. The dining-room occtupics 
the entire width of cur, and is 12 feet long. Berths 
which are set back into the sides of the car, 
making handsome panels, are tet down at night, 
furnishing sieeping accommodations for eight 
persons. The kitchen is the next apartment, 
and is supplied with a range, cooking utensils 
complete, and water-tank with a capacity of 20 
gations. Across the hall is a handsomely equipped 
toilet-room. About the centre of the coach are 
two bedrooms, seven feet lung and six and a 
halt wide. They are furnished with stationary 
bedsteuds of mahogany and beautiful plate- 
glass mirrors.

The Testimony for the Prose- 
cution Has All Been 
Heard. 


Several Witnesses Who Are Posi- 
tive Elliott Had No 
Pistol. 


A teeming Breakdown in the Testi- 
moby Regarding One ef the 
Revolvers. 


William A. Pinkerton and Mike Mo Don- 
ald for the Defense—Elliott’s 
Threats. 


Much progress was made yester day in the 
Dunn trial, the State closing its case as far 
as testimony was concerned, and the defense 
3 two witnesses. If the proceed 

are as expeditious today, there seems to 
be no good reason why the anxious public 
should wait longer than Tuesday for a ver- 
dict. The court-room was crowded yestef- 
day, and would have been jammed but for 
the Kailiffs at the entrance, Strange to say, 
there was only one woman present to repre- 
sent the curiosity of the gentle sex. Several 
members of the sporting fraternity were 
present, and, among others, loomed up the 
huge form of Paddy Ryan. Messers. Swett, 
Van Buren, and Forrest were among the 
criminal lawyers who dropped in to observe 
the course of events. 

There were long waits between witnesses 
in the morning session, and the court was 
moved to remark that persons who intended 
to testify should be kept within reach in 
charge of an officer. The jury looked fresh 
and as interested as ever in the case. J. E. 
Hardy, “the humorist,” about whom there 
was so much commotion, pulled his long 
mustache anflsmiled in blissful ignorance 
of the excitement he had occasioned. As 
was stated in Tue Tumor yesterday, the 
examination of his antecedents, which caused 
a postponement of court, was perfectly 
satisfactory. The mistake of a morning 
paper in confounding him with a sporting 
eharacter gave rise to the suspicions that in- 
volved such trouble. 

There are few remarkable incidents to re- 
late. A stir was created by William Lang- 
don, alias “Appetite Bill,” when, the de- 
fense having ripped his record open, he con- 
fessed he had erred in the past.“ but pro- 
posed to do better in the future. Strong tes- 
timony against Dunn was given by L. M. 
Whitman, who witn the tragedy in 
company with a lawyer named Shirland. 
Few persons understood Mr. Storrs’ appeal 
to the court that Shirland and Whitman be 
separated so that they could not cofecoct a 
story. The truth is that Shirland was for- 
merly in Storrs’ office, and left on account 
of some disagreement. Mn Storrs, in his 
severe cross-examination of Whitman, evi- 
dentiy suspected that statements mace by 
the latter had been inspired. A point of 
much consequence, as will appear in the ac- 
count ot the testimony, was the failure of 
the State’s-Attorney to show that the two 
pistol that figured in the tragedy belonged 
to Dunn. This, Mr. Milis in his opening 
speech declared that he would do. 

When court opened at 10 o’clock in the 
morning Mr. Mills announced that he had 
two new witnesses, Aurelius Stevens and 
Edward Knient. The defense objected to 
the introduction of new evidence without 
due notice, but the question was temporarily 
laid over. 


WHITE, A WAITER. 

Charles White, a colored waiter at the 
Tivoli restaurant, was then called to the 
stand. Ile testified that he knew Dunn well 
and Elliott slightly. Elliott and Plaisted 
were sitting in the restaurant on the night of 
Maren 1 at a table in the back room south of 
the aisie. The deceased sat facing the door. 
The witness heard a shot, and, turning 
around, saw Elliott throw up his hands. 
There was no weapon in eicher hand. Elliott 
then grasped a chair, and in swinging’ it 
broke the chandelier. The witness did not 
see Dunn when the first shot was fired, and 
ran away before the death-strugele occurred. 

DISTURBED AT SUPPER. 

J. H. Nuce testified that he took supper in 
the restaurant, and satin the front room at 
the south side of the aisle. He was about 
ten feet from the partition which divided the 
front and back rooms. Dunn eame in, walk- 
ing rapidly, with his hands in his coat-pock- 
ets. He went to the entrance of the rear 
room, drew a revolver, and fired. Almost 
immediately he fred a second shot, and drew 
back into the passageway with uplifted arm, 
as H to ward olf a blow. Elliott advanced 
toward Dunn with a chair upraised, and then 
Dunn fired a third shot. Elliott dropped the 
chair after striking the chandelier, and run- 
Him toward Dunn with fists in fighting at- 
titude grappled with the latter, There was 
no weapon in Elliott’s hands. This was al! 
the witness sam lle noticed a revolver in 
Dunn's hand, but it was not a Colt's re- 
volver. 

At this statement the prisoner smiled 
broadly. 

Mr. Storrs submitted the witness to a se- 
vere eross- examination. Nuce denied that 
he was a fugitive from justice, but admitted 
that he left St. Louis with money which he 
held in trust. He did not make a proposi- 
tion to George Hoffman in Austin’s saloon to 
leave town for $150. He never said that his 
living at the Tivoli depended upon his swear- 
ing against Dunn. The night of the homi- 
cide was the first night he ever saw Elliott at 
the restaurant. He saw Duun there almost 
daily. A subpoena fer George Hoffman was 
issued at once by the defense, 

: A LAW 8TUDENT. 

After a considerable delay, during which 
two witnesses for the defense were excluded 
from the room, Frank A. Smith, a law stu- 
dent with Rufus King, was put on the stand. 
He was in the restaurant on the night of the 
tragedy, sitting at the left of the rear room 
facing west. e was sitting eight or ten feet 
from Ellivtt and Plaisted, Jere Dunn came 
in and raised his hand, or had his hand u 
when he came in, and shot a _ pistol. 
Dunn was six or eight feet from Elliott at 
the time. Two shots were fired in the room. 
The witness did not notice what Elliott was 
doiaz with his hands when Dunn fired. 
Elliott picked up a chair, and it caught in 
the chandelier. The witness then described 

rt of the struggle which he witnessed. 

le was not cross-examined. Hed by 
Mr. Milis, the witness stated that he saw no 
revolver in Elliott’s hand in the back room. 

There was a long wait at this point for 
William Langdon, alias “Appetite Bill,” 
and the attorneysinduiged in much facetious 
speculation as to the amount of breakfast he 
had consumed, The State’s-Attorney finally 
grew tired of waiting and called another wit-

LEWIS Fp. WHITMAN. 


Lewis F. Whitman, a shorthand writer, 
testified that he also was in the rear room of 
the Tivoli. Hesatat the third table from 
the entrance on the right-hand side going in, 
and faced the entrance. Jere Dunn came 
down the passageway at a rapid gait, with 
his right hand in his pocket. He drew a re- 
volver, took deliberate aim at Elliott, who 
was leaning back on his chair, with his 
hands on the table, fired two shots in quick 
succession, retreated a step, fited a 
third. After the first two shots Elliott 
got up and seized a chair, which crashed 
against the chandelier. When Elliott and 
Dunn grappled the witness tried to get into 
another room. He saw the end of the strug- 
gie. Dunn waiked toward the cashier's desk 
and said: “The —— — — — . I have 

t it down on him.” Elljott asked to have 
lis coat rolled up and put under his head, 
and one of the bystanders said: Put it un- 
der his head—he won't need it any more.” 

Cross-exa witness said that 
frum where he sat he could get a three- 
fourths view of Eiliott—could see one of his 
eyes.

After recess Addison Davis, colored. a 
waiter in the Tivoli Restaurant, took the 
stand, He saw Dunn enter at the front door 
and walk directly to the rear room. The 
Witness heard a shot when Elliott entered 
the room, and, turning around, saw Elliott 
rise from his chair. Dun then fired two 
spots and retreated 1 the front room, 
When the men fell EINott was on 8 
seemed fo be trying to take a revolver. hen 
they arose boih had tevolvers. Elliott 
snapped his pistol several tir at Dunn, 
but it did not explode. He fell, dragging 
Dunn omtop of him. The witness ran out 
and told ah officcr that two men were mur- 
dering each other. There was no cross-ex- 


amination. 
APPETITE BILL. 


William Langdon, known to the sporting 
classes as Appetite Bill, the proprietor of the 
New Tivoli, was then put on the stand. He 
affirmed, not wishing to swear. Elliott fre- 
quently visited his restaurant during his 
stay in Chicago. In conversation with Jere 
Dunn prior to Mareh 1 Dunn referred to 
Elliott as a coward and cur, afraid to spar 
with John L. Sullivan. in a subsequent 
conversation, after Elliott had gone into 
Clayton’s saloon hunting for Dann, the wit- 
ness told Dunn that the latter had acted 
wisely in avoiding Elliott. Dann said: “If 
I meet him again I'll cook him.” Witness 
said: “You have a bard fight on your 
hands.” Dunn said: “lve got the best of 
it. Elliott is near-sighted, and If ne gets a 
ball in his belly will run ke a dog.” 
Witness stated that if a row occurred 
in the restaurant it would ruin the place. 
Dunn replied sabstantialiy that it made no 
difference—that he would “cook his enemy 
on sight.” On the night of the.tragedy the 
witness chatted with Elliott and Plaisted in 
the rear room of the restaurant, and then 
went into a side room to eat his supper. The 
witness heard a shot, then asecond, and the 
crash of gtass. He jumped up and opened 
the door, and saw Dunn backing out with a 
revolver, while Elliott followed with up- 
lifted chair. There was no weapon in 
Elliott's hands. ‘The witness proceeded to 
quiet some ladies who were with him, and 
heard further shots. He saw Dunn with a 
revoiver in his hand dragged from Eliott 
after the latter fell. Hesaw no shots fired. 
After being separated, Dunn, with blood 
streaming from his forehead, walked to the 
rear and came back. He looked at Elliott 
and said hy 1 have cooked the cowardly —— 

Cross-examined by Col. Mann, Langdon 

ave the particulars of bis interesting carver. 
ie came to Chicago in 1856, and detailed how 
he graduated froin the railroad business into 
a gumbling-house. The faro-bank broke, and 
atter a while the witness drifted into busi- 
ness which he naively confessed Was not 
altogether reputable.“ He was with great 
difficulty induced to adwit that his associates 
called him “Appetite Bill.” He blushed in 
explaining that he * had done nothing that he 
kuew of to deserve the appellation.” He had 
been arrested a great many times for va- 

rancy, and was sent to the bridewell once. 

‘hen Langdon's replies occasioned laugh- 
ter, Judge Smith sternly stated that if there 
was another outburst he would clear the 
court-room. His court, he said, was not a 
bear-garden. The witness admitted that 
Dunn did not say “Ill cook him on sight 
until the witness relatea how Elliott had at- 
tempted to shoot a man in Clayton’s who 
looked like Dunn. 

Mr. Storrs took the witness. Langdon 
then stated that before the shooting he went 
to Clayton’s in order to prevent Dunn and 
Elliott from encountering each other. He 
might have stated to one Mead that he saw 
nothing of the tragedy—he did not remem- 
ber. He never said that “he was in for it 
now and would try to send Dunn up.” 
Langdon before leaving the stand made 
some lachrymose remarks to the effect that 
his fines for vagrancy bad beep appealed to 
the higher ye mts a he had “erred in his 
past, but would try to do right in the 
future, 

A TRAVELING SALESMAN. 

The State then called Bdward Knight, and 
Mr. Storrs vigorously objected, saying that 
the defense had not time to examine the 
character of new witnesses. The Judgesaid 
that the witness might be called, but he 
would permit a further cross-examination if 
necessary before the defense closed its case. 

Edward Knight, who is a traveling sales- 
man, testified that he was in the new Tivoli 
on the night of the homicide, in the first 
room, facing the rear room. Dunn entered, 
walking not down the middle of the aisle, 
but keep close to the tables on one side. 
Whether Dunn was intoxicated or not the 
witness could not tell, but something in 
Dunn’s walk attracted his attention. Dunn 
looked into a rear room, and, standing near 
the partition, drew a reveiver and leveled it. 
Then he bent the weapon downward. The 
witness could see faces in the rear room, and 
thought he could see the one at whom the 
revolver was pointed. Dunn swung.into the 
rear room, and the witness heard two shots. 

A TOBACCO MAN. 

Aurelius E. Stevens, a tobacco man, swore 
that he was another inmate of the New 
Tivoli on the night in question. He saw 
Dunn just as the latter pulled a pistol from 
his coat pocket. He heard the first two shuts’ 
fired, and a piece of glass from the broken 
chandelier struek him on the face. He saw 
Dunn backing out of the rear reom with 
Elliott following flourishing his fists. Elliott 
had no weapon in his hands. He pushed 
Dunn down, and when he arose he had a re- 
volverin his hand, Heshot at Mr. Dunn, 
and the witness believed that the shot took 
elfect. Cross-examined, the witness said that 
Elliott had hold of Dunn, then let go, and 
then pushed the latter down. 

PARSON DAVIES, 

Charles E. Davies testified that he knew 
Elliott, and that the latter could see five or 
six feet away and recognize a person across 
the street, although in reading a paper he 
had to scrutinize it elosely. Four or five 
weeks before Elliott's death the latter and 
Dunn and several others were in the saloon 
ofa brother of the witness on Randolph 
street, Cross-examined, the witness stated 
that on the night in question Elliott 
was armed with a pistol whieh he 
took from the bedroom of the witness. 
The witnessed warned him not to get into 
any row, and Elliott substantially replied, 
“If it comes to a row | want to have equal 
chances.“ During Elliett’s Western tour 
with the witness the deceased said, Some 
people may think 1 left Chicago because 1 
was afraid of Dunn; but when I return 1 
willshow that it was not so.” After. con- 
siderable questioning the witness admitted 
having made the statement to several per- 
sons that Elliott intended to eut Dunn to 
pieces. unless the latter shot him in the back.

THE PISTOLS. 

Officer Daniel Coughlin identified two re- 
volvers, one found in Eiliot's possession and 
one in Dunn’s—the former a Smith & Wes- 
son, with four empty chambers and one 
filied, the latter a Colt weapon, with five 
empty chambers and one loaded. The Judge 
thought that revolvers should not be pro- 
duced as in a Police Court—that it would be 
sufficient to describe them.

That was all the cress-examination there 
was. and Ma Pinkerton resigned the chair 
to Mr. M. C. MeDonald. The latter testitied 
that two days before the homicide he met at 
the door of his own piace of business the de- 
evased, who had just returned from a West- 
ern tour. Elliott wore a Short sack-coat, 
and in the right-hand pocket was plain 
ible a six-shooter. ‘“ Well,” said Elliott, 
“I’ve come back.” “I’m lad,“ said Me- 
Donald, * that you did not come here a few 
minutes sooner, for Dunn has just left.” 
Elliott’s reply to this w “It wouldn’t 
have been good for him if I had met him.” 
The witness remarked that the count 
onght to be large enough for both 
men, Ellfott was a pretty pow- 
erful man, and witness 
thought that he meant all he said. McDon- 
ald wanted no trouble in his saloon, and 
warned Elliott that “whoever caused tie 
trouble would get the worst of it.” On the 
evening of the homicide, about half an hour 
or so before the shooting oaecurred, Dunn 
was in the saloon of the witness. McDon- 
ald noticed that Dunn, like Eihlott, wore a 
short saek-ceat, wiih a revolver in the right 
hand pocket. “Well, Jere,” said the wit- 
ness, pleasantly, “IT see you're in good 
shape.“ Dum replied, “Vil keep away 
from him it I can. Mike, lll never go 
across the street to meet him, but If I’m 
coming down the street, and ain on the same 
side of the street with him—~” he swore, 

Mr. Storrs—Well, tell what he swore. 

“Hesaid: I'll be d——d if | run across 
the street to get out of nis way.“ 

“This was about half an hour before the 
killing, wasn’t it?”

Mr. MeDonald proceeded to say that 
Charles Davies, in a conversation with him, 
repeated a remark of Elliott’s to this effect: 
“If Dunn doesn't shoot me in the back I 
craw! to him and chop his head off.” When 
the witness, at the suggestion of Mr. Storrs, 
began to specify some of Elliott’s violent 
outbursts Mr. Mills inte a rous 
objection. : 

Mr. Storrs said, 188 acts of violence 
committed by Elliott which were communi- 
cated by the witness to the prisoner before 
the homicide may be legitimatelv intro- 
duced.“ The court ruled accordingly. 

This opened a wide field to the witness, 
and McDVDenald, who knew Elliott for twenty 
years, was not slow to recall some anecdutes 
which he had related to Dunn. Onee ata 
prize-fight, he said, Elfiott seized a stake and 
struck rigut and left, knocking down men 
and boys indiscriminately. 

Mr. Storrs—Did you tell the prisoner of 
any other exploit of Mr. Etliott’s ? 

„% Ves, that Elliott was a party once to 
picking the pocket of a Catholic priest on a 
train. - The priest got on with a small bag 
containing a few dollars in pennies which 
ne had got at some church coflection.

THE LOTTERY EVIL AND ITS HOME. 

The home of lotteries in the United States is, 
bappily, now contined toa few States, but prin- 
cipally Kentucky. In no State does lottery so 
flourish. The Legisiatures of that State have 
from time to time granted charters to various 
companies for the purpose of raising large sums 
of money for education and charity. This is 
evidently an erroneous idea and many years be- 
bind the present enlightened age. That lottery 
is immoral and bauefui in its effects there is no 
gainsaying, bence the severe laws most of the 
States have placed upon it; yet it. will surprise 
our readers to know that New York, Rhode Isi- 
and, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, and other 
States bad their chartered lotteries not many 
years ago; but the business is confined now 
mostly to Keutucky, where there are a number 
of lotteries in active. operation; the most suc- 
cessful anda enterprising of these seems to 
be the Commonwealth - Distribution Com- 
pany, whose drawings have been had the 
last day of every month in Louisville, Ky. "Tis 
said they have been over six years in active 
operation, and many efforts have been made by 
the State authoritics and by a rival company to 
stop it, but the lottery company bas won every 
case, ind seems to be beyond the danger of the 
law. They issued a very enticing circular 
printed in macy colors, in which they offered 
the iarge prize of $90,000 for $2, and footed up 
witb 1,060 prizes amounting to $112,400, winding 
up with the statement that tickets cost only $2, 
and to send all orders ta R. M. Boardman, Louis- 
ville, Ky.. but don't send money order or reg- 
istered letter, latter stktement is very 
suggestive, but it seems the postal authorities 
ba ve prohibited lottery companies from using 
money orders or registered letters. It does 
seem like the days for jottery will be a thing of 
the past, but as long as the “fools are not dead 
and are anxious to part with their money so 
jong will such institudions thrive.—Chicago

In this way Dakota 
will get valuable buildings without 
the cost of one’ cent to the puvlic. Several 
towns that bid will give more money and 
more land than the law requires, while others 
will trust to the advantage of railroads and 
accessibility. ‘The commission has just com- 
pleted its tour of inspection, and the mem- 
bers have had special cars and trains placed 
at their disposal by the Northwesteri and 
Milwaukee Railroads, and have 8 
been royally entertained. They visited 
Mitchell, Ordway, Aberdeen, Frankfort, 
Redtield, Huron, and Pierre, all of which 
places have fine town sites and all anxious 
to become Dakota’s great city. All the towns 
are in the famous James River Valley ex- 
cept Pierre, ‘which is the termisus of the 
Northwestern Road, on the Missouri. It is 
impossible to tell what place has the best 
prospect. With the Territory as a whole, or 
divided on the Missouri River, Ordway 
doubtless would be tne — especially as 
Dakota’s four great railway systems could 
reach there with less than fifty miles of new 
road by any one company, but, divided on 
the forty-sixth parallel, Ordway is less than 
fifty miles from the northern boundary. 
Nevertheless, Ordway has been wuch 
boomed, especially by Chicago parties, 
and seems to be a favorit. The commission

ABERDEEN, Dak., May 8.—([Special Cor- 
respondence. The Territory of Dakota has 
become the stage of the finest farce ever 
played on an unsuspecting people. 

To an entirely uninterested party it is an 
occasion for unbounded mirth; to one con- 
cerned only about justice, fair dealing, and 
good government it furnished cause for just 
indignation; While to the average Vakotan 
who had not Deen initiated into the mysteri- 


ous manipulations of King Ordway and his-

treme, and thought to be a fitting case for the 
a plication of the frontier law respeetmg 
SE shotgun and the gal- 
ows. 

Last winter at the regular session of the 
Territorial Legislature Gov. Ordway and the 
august body of lawmakers appointed a com- 
miitee consisting of nine members as a sort 
ot “ Capital Commission,” with authority to 
select a site for the future Capital of Dakota, 
which might be the seat of government of 
Southern Dakota when the Territory had 
been divided on the forty-sixth parallel of 
latitude, In the selection of this important 
location to meet the necessities of 
so great and promis State three 
thing were to be copsidered: Eligibili- 
ity of site, centrality of location, and 
accessibility through railroad connections. 
These principles seemed so wise and just, 
and the face of Dakota’s Governor beemed 
with such placid innocence and honesty of 
interest, that the unsophisticated citizens 
went about their daily avocations with 
swiling faces, contented and peaceful hearts, 
satisfied that Dakota was the best State, and 
had the sweetest Governor of any State 
in this glorious Unien. One man alone had

But the country 
had ome so accustomed to Pettigrew’s

When the com- 
mission met a few weeks since to sell the 
Capital at public auction bids began to 
arrive from Sioux Falls, Mitchell, 
Huron, Ordway, until the session 
roum because as lively as a land office. But 
about the time the members of the commis- 
sion were beginning to chuckle over the in- 
nocence of the deluded populace, and count 
up the profits that would accrue to them- 
selves if this were a genuine sale, business 
slackened, trembled in the balance, stopped. 
The commission decided to carry out the de- 
ception by making a tour of the would-be 
Capitals for the purpose of comparing their 
respective merits for the coveted position, 
but in reality to throw chaff in the people's 
eyes while they carried off the wheat. 

But While the last act of the farce was be- 
ing played the audience was so delighted 
with the saintly innocence of King Ord way, 
the bravery and prowess of Sir Launcelot 
Hubbard and Prince Prior Geraint as to 
shake with their applause the stage to its 
foundation, precipitating in one confused 
heap stage, curtain, scenes, and dramatis 
persone.

A SHOWER Or . 


Wicked Baltimore People Frightened 
by a Singular Occurrence. 
Battimore, Md., May 11.—[{Special.}—A 
shower of some queer substance resembling 
and smelling: like sulphur fell on parts of 
this city and county last night, and has 
aroused the i. vestigation of scientists. There 
was a heavy galeof wind blowing all night, 
and the sky was overcast with dark clou 
while the lightning indicated the nearness 
a thunder-storm. Persons who were on the 
street in the eastern section of the city about 
2 o’clock this morning felt particles of 
dust, as they supposed, fly in — 
faces, and afterwards. noticed that the 
clothes were covered with the 4 — 
substance. It was perceptible for hours in 
the crevices ot the stones in the streets. 
George W. Alexander, an extensive traveler 
and scientist, states that the supposed pow- 
der was not sulphur, but was composed of 
the almost infinitesimal eggs of an “insect 
which had been a a the wind and 
blown over the city, and he declares that 
such occurrences were not unusual in Sicily. 
Several other scientists here who have been 
interviewed about the matter differ from the 
above theory, and are inclined to think® it 
was a sulphurous substance formed by some 
lemarkable freak of Nature, It was some- 
thing similar to theshowers of red yellowish 
dust so frequentiy seen along the shores of 
the Mediterranean and in in Western Asia.

A Great Study in a New Light, 

The author of that pithy paradox, “ Save 
me from my friends, and I'll deliver myself 
from all other enemies,“ but voiced the same 
sentiment as he who exclaimed that it 
were better to have one’s character besieged 
by open hatred than “damned with faint 
praise.” Few have had greater cause to in- 
dorse both assertions than George Gordon 
Byron, Peer and poet. Certain it is that no 
previous attack has set Lord Byron’s repu- 
tation in such an unpleasant position as a 
late work by one who declares himself a 
“ grateful worshiper” of Byron’s genius. 
Even the charitable few who persisted in be- 
lieving that a man who even conceived one 
noble thought must be incapable of the 
atrocities charged to this poet, and who 
doubted much since all could not be cred- 
ited—even theag will turn away with disgust 
from the degraded, heartless libertine whom 
John Cordy Jeaffreson presents to us as The 
Real Lord Byron.” If Mr. Jeaffreson be 
found correct in his assertions, then, indeed 
—though Mrs. Stowe’s monstrous charge be 
disproved and accounted for—was Lady 
Byron a most cruelly misunderstood, ma- 
ligned, and miserable woman. Not that the 
author of these “new views” defends 
the victim of one whom he paints in such 
* colors. Far from it. He declares 

er, again and again, to be a goodish woman 
of unbearable narrowness. Even while ap- 
parently forced to assent to herfgenerosity, 
sweetness, and intelligence, and to acknuwl- 
edge her husband’s indefensible conduct, 
Mr. Jeaffreson astonishes his readers by an 
effort of imagination second to none in its 
grasp of impossibilities. He is able to con- 
ceive the inconceivable: a young wife, 
within a few months of motherhood, who 
should love her husband intensely, and yet 
receive his assertion that he had married her 
solely from spite against another and a de- 
sire to be revenged upon her with cheerily 
ringing laughter“; and who would have 
“rallied him“ about his neglect, his abuse, 
and his brutal speeches with siy humor; 
and would even have chattered gayly and 
with piquant drollery about them’! This 
“impossible she,” whom Mr. Jeaffreson 
candidly and naively admits would be the 
one among 10,000, he thinks would have 
enjoyed the doubtful satisfaction of success- 
ful service to “so marvelous a master.” 
With charming magnanimity he refrains 
from blaming a fairly good woman” for 
not being other than she was. 

Mr. Jeaffreson certainly. differs widely and 
decisively from other biographers of Byron 
both as to the poet’s beauties and blemishes, 
He scouts the popular faney which regards 
the author of “Childe Harold” as a man of 
mysteries—declarm with energy and mixed 
metaphor that the noble Lord was wort to 
perform that peculiar physiological feat 
which is known as wearing one’s heart upon 
one’s sleeve; and to reside, “from boyhood 
to his last hour, under a most unique kind 
of glass, able to synehronously magnify all 
his faults and put all his virtues in minia- 
ture.” Mr. Jeaifreson adds: Who has not 
heard of his gloomy brow, black locks, dark 
eyes, and club-foot? And yet his face was 
not more remarkable for the beauty of its 
features than for the brightness of its smiles; 
his hair, light chestnut in childhood, never 
darkened to the deepest brown of 
auburn; his eyes were gray-blue; and 
he hadn’t a ctlub-foot.” His latest 
biographer derides the fancied influence of 
Byron’s remote Norman ancestry iu the for- 
mation of hig individual character—think ing 
it much more to parpose to examine the 
natures of his near progenitors. On this 
point he says: In marrying Frances, the 
second daughter of the fourth Baron Berke- 
ly of Stratton, William, the fourth Lord By- 
ron, took a wife who seems to have trans- 
mitted to his and her descendants the vehe- 
mence, impulsiveness, and waywardness 
which were characteristic of her race.“ That 
the poet was cursed with inherited evil as 
well as beauty must be the pitiful conclusion 
of those who know aught of his father, that 
„Mad Jack Byron“ whe was so far from 
being the gross creature of posthumous fame 
that he seduced, by his “elegant figure, 
charming address, and winning smile,” a 
Marchioness, and married two beiresses. 
Who can fail to be reminded of the son in 
reading that. Though he was irresistible 
in drawing-rooms, by virtue of his riant 
beauty and musical joyousness, Mad Jack 
was from his boyhood a liber- 
tine, and, atter failing into poverty, a 
pitifully mean fellow.“ When Lady Car- 
marthen, wife of the heir to a Dukedom and 
the mother of three children, eloped with 
Jack Byron, the latter was under age. This 
lady (afterwards Baroness Conyers in her 
own right) was, immediately after her di- 
vorce from her first husband, married to the 
handsome young reprobate, in May, 1778. In 
1784, soon after the birth of Augusta (after- 
wards the Hepgorabie Mrs. Leigh). Lady 
Conyers died abroad. Rumor, unseconded 
by any evidence, attributed her early death 
to the cruelty of her husband. The poet as- 
serted it to have been the reaglt of her own 
*imprudence in accompany her husband 
to a hunt before she had completed her re- 
covery from the accouchement.”’ Certain it 
is that Lady Conyers’ life-estate gave to her 
and her husband a revenue of $20,000 a year; 
and that her death rendered the young man 
of luxurious tastes a penniless debtor. This 
was somewhat remedied by the simple 

rocess of marrying another heiress. 
n i786, therefore, Mad Jack became 
the husband of Miss Gordon, of Gight, Ab- 
erdeenghire, and the disappointed possessor 
of $115,000, instead of double-that sum, with 

which rumor credited her.

1708, the wicked rd Byron,“ 
the youthful poet’s great-uncle died sudden- 
ly; at which time Catherine rdon Byron 
had the double satisfaction of obtaining a 
nsion of $1,500 a year on the Civil List and 
holding in her son the new Lord Byron 
and heir of Newstead. Sett herself at 
Nottingham, Mrs. Byron found for her sen a 
temporary tutor in a schoolmaster of the 
town—Mr. Rogers—for whom the boy con- 
ceived a genuine affection, only interrupted 
by Mrs. Byron’s removal to ndon, and 
Lord Byron’s consequent transfer to the 
pre ratory school kept by Dr. Glennie at 
ulwich. Here, in 1800, the WYoung Lord 
made his “first dashinto poetry’ and second 
into love. He conceived another boyish but 
intense affection for one of that sex whieh he 
so consecutively, if not consistently, paid 
homage to, literally from his cradle to hie 
grave: Margaret Parker, the cousin, whose 
dark eyes, long lashes, Grecian face, and 
transparent beauty went to the 


This young girl, at whese grave By- 
ron wrote (in his i5th year)—

Mr. Jeaffreson believes — — 
of Thyrza, to whom some est 
verses are addressed—basing the assumption 
on Lord Byron’s remark to ‘Trelawney, 
shortly before his deat respecting the

tngland | was gloomy. I was, then 
really in love with a cousin. and she was ia 
a decline.” Trelawney notes, parentheti- 
cally, He was very chary of her name.“ 
Yet it would be hard to understand by what 
logic Mr. Jeaffreson identifies the cousin 
“who was in a decline” when Byron left 
England with the cousin who died when 
he was 15. From the summer of 1801 
to the summer of 1805 Lord Byron 
was a “a Harrow boy“; after which time he 
went into residence at Cambridge. It was 
whille still at Harrow (1803)—indeed within 
a year of Margaret Parker’s death—that 
Byron, while on a visit to-the tenant of New- 
stead, fell “violently in love” with another 
cousin, the well-known Mary Chaworth. Le 
was at this time in his 16th year, so that it 
was two years after the death of Margaret, 
and while yet in the anguish (?) of disap- 
pointment at Mary Chaworth’s refusal, that 
the sudden announcement of Mary Duff’s 
marriage, which he heard in his 17th year, 
“nearly threw him into convulsions.” Truly 
Mr. Jeaffreson does well to say of Byron’s 
“acute sensibility’’ in the domain of the 
affections, “Fortunately for society such 
sensibility is rare.” Only it would savor 
more of common-sense to attribute this 
“acute sensibility’ to that poison of epi- 
lepsy with which his biood was surely 
tainted, even though it did not betray itself 
in other than hysterical convulsions 
until that Feb. 15, 1824, when he 
had his first unmistakable seizure. 
Mr. Jeaffreson disperses with a ruthless 
hand all those romantic incidents which the 
poet’s famous “Dream” have associated 
with the name of Mary Chaworth. He 


shows us the violent, precocious, unprepos- | 


sessing youth—too fat for grace and too sul- 
len for beauty—who astonished his kind- 
hearted cousin with a preposterous offer of 
marriage, and who very properly and natu- 
ralfy met with a prompt refusal from the 
young lady, who was then engaged to Mr. 
John Musters, “a handsome man and nota- 
ble sportsman.” As to the world-known 
and world-admired poem which represents 
the youthful Lord as standing at the altar 
with a bride whose face 


Was fair, but was not that which made 
The starlignt of his boyhood, 


thé biographer pertinently remarks that 
readers of ‘The Dream’ should bear in 
mind that it was written at —— te 
about a year and a half after the marriage 
and about six months after Lady Byron left 
her Lord forever: „ and when he was 
alsoin the hamor to slap the lady’s face 
with a po which should tell her and all 
the worl another*woman had, years 
before and all through his matrimonial 
time, possessed his heart.“ 

in 1808 Lord Byron left Cambridge Univer- 
sity, “ atter taking the honorary degree to 
Which as a nobleman he was entitled.“ 
From there he went to Trinity, where he 
soon contrived to win an unenviable reputa- 
tion for “larks” and such mediocre poetry 
as The Hours of Idienesgs.”’ Here, — 
many other since notable names, he form 
that friendship with John Cam Hobhouse 
(Lord Broughton) which withstood all the 
tests under which such friendships usually 
perish. Seventeen years from now the world 
will be permitted to read this man’s history 
of that strange career and stranger charac- 
ter, with which he was more intimately ac- 
„ E than any other was allowed to be. 

util then there are many points about 
which the most conscientious of biographers 
can — — In 1806 Lord Byron 
first set himself to combat his tendency to 
excessive corpulency. In beginning of 
his 20th year poet measu five feet and 
eight inches in hight, and weighed fourteen 
stone and six pounds: 


The young man of abnormal girth and large 
shoulders, totte unsteadily on spindle limbs 
and small, distorted feet, a face swollen to 
unsigbtliness with fatty tissue. Is it wonderful 
that bis visage was digyustfui to bim, and 
he resoived to mortify bis keen appetite for 
food, to abstain from fattening drinks, to weak- 
en himself by the daily use of drastic medicines, 
to quiches his skin's action with bot baths, and

morning and found hiinself famous. Societ 
threw open its most exclusive doors to th 
young nobleman whose genius was almost 
ualed by his rare beauty; and such queens 
of fashion as the lovely Lady Caroline Lamb 
and the Countess of Oxford were content to 
swell his triumph by the gift of reputation 
and honor. It was Lady Caroline’s prudent 
mother-in-law, Lady Melbourne, who deemed 
it wise to make the fascinatirig poet legally 
“one of the family,” and who selected her 
niece, Anna Isabella (called Anuabella) Mil- 
banke, to curb the riotous tongue of scandal 
by unit two such platonic friends in the 
closer boads of cousinship. Mr. Jeatfreson 
asserts Byron could not 
have married this unhappy lady 
for‘ her fortune, for the simple reason that 
she had, at thut time, no fortune to marry, 
She had only a modest, though sufficient, 
provision for a young lady of rank.” After 
one refusal, and two years of assiduous de- 
Lotion, Lord Byron became engaged to Miss 
Milbanke in September, 1814. His letters 
upon this event were full of cheery self- 
congratulations and tender praise for her 
who became his wife in January, 1818. After 
the marriage, dur a visit made to Mrs. 
Leigh, Byron’s wife and sister began a 
friendship which continued to be one of 
close and. affectionate confidence until five 
years after the poet’s death, In March, 1815, 
the young couple settled down to house 
keeping, in a very modest way, in the Pica- 
dilly house which had been lent them by the 
Duchess of Devon. It was not until August, 
1815, that clouds arose on this domestic 
horizon. Yet surely never were heralding 
shadows more swiftly followed by the storm. 
Frum the beginning of September, 1815, until 
the birth of her child in December of the 
game year—and from that on to tbe 
day of her departure ner 
father’s home in January, ISis-Lady

From this on until the day when Lord By- 
ron sailed for Greece to estape from ‘Teresa 
Guiceioli, of whom he had long been weary, 
and who was the last of a disgracefal suc- 
ceasion, the poet spent his days in most un- 
poetic and disgusting degradations. The 
world has believed he made some atone- 
ment in dying for liberty in the 
country of his sympathies. Mr. 
Jeaffreson denies him this hale of martgr- 
dom; and it must be admitted that Mr. Jeaf- 
freson’s hypothesis (the neceasity for escape 
from Italy and desire for glory in England 
which would enable him to return with honor) 
is more consistent with Byron’s ruthless life 
and selfish character than any other. And, 
though his motive were we highest or the 
lowest which has been assigned him, the 
lesson of his biography remains the same: 
that a man may be dowered with the intel- 
lect of a god, and yet, if he lack self-control, 
be contemptibly less than maniy; that it is 
not sufficient to dream vf noble deeds, 
one must do them; and all the 
measureless hights of Being rise between 
the triumph which is for self and that 
which is over it.

The excreta of hogs afflicted with the mal- 
ady swarms with the bacteria of the plague, 
and the hog’s habit of rooting over over 
in such offal makes that a very precnvant 
cause ot sickness and death. Thousands of 
swine dying of the plague are received every 

ear at the stock-yards in, the Western States; 
u fact, the germs of the deadly disease are 
ever present in the pens, alleys, and cars in 
which hogs are confined in the great mar- 
kets. Swine confined in those cars or pens 
are almost certain to become victims of the 


disease. 

Sometimes the disease will become plainly 
manifest in two or three weeks after infee- 
tion ; in other cases a longer period may pass, 
even three or four months have been khown to 
elapse before the hogs gave evidence of sick- 
ness, but almost invariably hogs which have

In one of the suburban vil on the line 
of tha Chicago, Burlington & “Quincy Rail- 
road there was a strip of railroad ground be- 
side the track directly opposit the depot, It 
was about twenty rods in length by four in 
width, This was not used by the company, 
and year after year lay there, a bare and an- 
sightly eye-sore, In the spring of 1876—Cen- 
tennial year--the suggestion was made that 
this strip of ground should be made into a 
park. The idea was at once received with 
favor. The railroad officials were called 
upon and readily gave their consent, and of- 
fered to send out two or three car-loads of 
manure trom the city to fertilize the ground. 
On an appointed day the citizens turved out 
to plant it, with an immense amount 
of enthusiasm. Those who had suit- 
able nursefy stock furnished it 
freely. Those who had not bought of those 
who had. Farmers came in from the coun- 
try, bringing trees which they haa dug from 
the woods, or flowering shrubbery from their 
own grounds. The whole plat was planted 
with a variety of deciduous trees, evergreens 
and flowering shrubsy and named Cen- 
tennlal Park.“ Today it is one of the prettiest 
spots meeting the eye of the traveler over 
that road. Other plats of ground have since 
been beautified by similar effort. 

Trees for street-planting should be select- 
ed with reference to their fitness for such 
purposes. In the West the soft or white 
mapie has been largely planted. Downing, 
in one of his works, calis tnis one of the 
finest of our native trees. It is in some re- 
spects. It is a rapid grower, has clean, beau- 


tiful foliage, and is not very much infest- 
ed by worms. The trouble is it 
is very. easily broken by the wind, 
or when weigiited down with 
ice. Many beantiful trees are every year 
ruined by these causes, Which render them 
undesirable on the whole for street planting. 
The rock maple is one of the finest of trees, 
but does not take kindly to removal from its 
natural forest to the open prairie. It has 
been but little grown in nursery stock, Ik 
oo. from the seed and root pruved from 
ime to time until large enough to set it could 
probably be handied with safety. It is a 
slow grower, too slow to suit the ideas of 
most impatient tree-planters, but once well 
established is a prince among trees. The 
ash-leaf maple or box-elder possesses real 
merit as a street tree. It is as rapid a grower 
as the white maple and a great deal stronger, 
seldom brea from the wind. Its foliage 
is handsome. ith a little care in forming 
the head in proper shape while young and 
giving it a sufficient upward growth it makes 
a good street tree, 
The American White elm is too well- 
known to need any praise. Pliant, hardy, 
and a rapid grower. When fully grown it is 
majestic. But it has almost too wide a 
spread of branches to adapt it to the ordin- 
ary village street, though when grown on 
either side of a wide avenue the effect is 
grand. The green and the white ash are very 
desirable for street pianting, strong and 
hardy, making compact heads, with dark 
green foliage, which in autumn turns toa 
rich purple. Cottonwoods, though rapid 
growers, are too coarse and common a tree 
to plant where anything better can be made 
to grow; and none of the willow or poplar 
family are desirable for street planting, 
though they may have their placé in public 
and private grounds. Our selections for 
street planting would be confined to the 
maples, elms, and the ash family, though in 
the country along the highway throych 
farms the nut-bearing trees, the black And 
the white walnuts may be grown’ with 
profit as well as pleasure. Aside from this 
— effort for village improvement, every 
amily owning a home either ju village or 
country should hay r-day for home 
adornment. In this work we are not so 
limited in our choice.. The limit is only in 
the space we can afford. Evergreens should 
figure largely in thé adornment of private 
grounds eimer in the village or on the farm. 
Of these the Scoteh and the Austrian pines, 
the Amerean arbor vite, and the Norway 
spruce are adapted to all Northern localities; 
while in the South the red cedar is native 
and thrives everywhere. and that thing of 
beauty. © goiden arbor vite, can be 
successfully grown. In planting decidu- 
ous trees one must be governed by the space 
at command. Of circumseribed trees mak- 
ing a compact head are the ash, the Euro- 
pean mountain ash, European alder, canoe 
birch, and others of similar habits of growth. 
It ample space will permit those of larger 
growth should have a place, like the maples 
and elms, the hone ust, and others of 
majestic growth. Interspersed with these 
should be a liberal supply of the hardy 
flowering shrubs. The oijd-fashioned but 
ever-welcome lilacs and snow-baiis, the 
honeysuckle, roses, and flowerife almond, 
svringias, and other hardy flowering shrubs.

They give an 
added beauty to the home, give the tired 
wife something pleasant on which to rest the 
eye when worn and wearied with her cares. 
They make the home pleasanter for the 
children. ‘The boys will not be as likely to 
slip away after supper to lou about the 
depot, the village store, or thelsaloon, and if 
a time comes for selling out the trees and 
shrubs will pay a thousand per cent on their 
costin the increased selling value of the 
place. Let every family have an arbor-day 
of its own, when other work should, as far 
as necessary, be laid aside and 
day be devoted to home adornme 
In planting private grounds avoid, above 
all things, stiff, formal rows. Let everything 
Janted appear to be in that particular place 
cause it happened to bethere. If one can- 
not get up a plan that is gatisfactory let him 
take an arinful of clubs and go into the 
middie ot the ground, shut his eyes, com- 
mence tuging round and throwing his clubs. 
Wherever one has fallen there plant a 
tree, shrub, rose bush, or make a flower- 
bed. The effect will be far better than any 
laying out can give. 


Flowers and Fruits in Louisiana. 

New ORLEANS. La., April 30.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.|—Since my letter of the 9th 
inst. the weather has grown warm, and veg- 
etation has come forward very rapidly. The 
gardens and lawus are now full of the most 
brilliant-hued flowers, and the air is laden 
with their perfume. Magnolias, jasemines, 
yellow honeysuckles, and the most beautiful 
roses are in the greatest abundance. I have 
never before seen such quantities of the 
Marshal Neil and Gen. Jacqueminot roses 
as are to be found here. This seems to be 
the home of all the choicest varieties of the 
rose family, and many of those which we 
at the North can only grow under glass are 
here grown in the greatest profusion out of 
doors. Another very beautiful plant, fhe 
oleander, is now in bloom. This plant grows 
out of doors here; and blooms®nearly the 
year round, but the springtime is when it is 
seen in its glory. It grows here as large as 
the Northern apple. These oleanders are 
now full of the most beautiful white and

The fruit merchants here 5 
buy the crop on the trees as soon as the fruit 
is fairly set and put their men to work to 
watch the orchards until it is gathered, They 
run considerable risk in buying in this way, 
as blight may strike the trees and the fruit 
drop off, or there may be a frost before the 
fruitis gathered spoil it for shipment, 
but I think they are pretty sure of saving it 
at least four oufof five years. 

A friend of mine bought the crop of a 

lanter down the river a few miles from 
— last fall for three years, for which he 
paid, or contracted to pay, $14,700. This 
trade included the crop of 188%. The party 
from whom de bought this erop does not 
pretend to cultivate oranges very ex 
tensively, but he said they grew 
in every nook and corner on the 
plantation, without much attention, and that 
the ladies had what they could get out of the 
trees if they would care for them. This 
planter made about a million and a halt

here and examines it that oranges can 
more profitably grown in Louisiana and 
along the Gult coast of Mississippi than they 
can in Florida. Iu all the orange orchards 
in Louisiana and Mississippi good crops of 
small fruits and vegetables can be grown 
while the erange trees are maturing, and 
‘with the good prices here and the splendid 
shipping facilities offered by the Illinois Cen- 
tral and Louisville & Nashville Railways to 
Northern markets, the orange-grower will 
have fully paid for his land and all expense 
of cultivation by the time his first crop of 
oranges is ready for the market. 

It seems to me that if some Northern men 
would take hold of some of this orange-land 
hereabouts and advertise it in the North a 
few months a “boom” might be gotten up 
which would be for the benefit of all con- 
cerned. 

The climate here fs fine, fully as geod as 
that of Florida, better for the sick man, I be- 
lieve, and the prices of these lands, suitable 
for track-gardening, very much lower, when 
you come to consider the advantages this 
section affords in getting the produce to mar- 
ket’ A family can live better in every way 
in this section than it can in Florida—socie- 
ty, schools, and everything else that goes to 
make life gomfortable are far better than can 
be found” in most of much 
“boomed” State. 

As L have said before, I have no pecuniary 
interest in land here, and, whether people 
come here and settle on these lands or not 
does not make a cent’s worth of difference 
in my pockets put it seems too hard to see so 
much fine land lyme idle when a moderate 
outlay would make it as fruitful as * 
the world. B. 


The Corn Crop of Kansas. 

In Kansas the prospects of the next coming 
corn crop are promising. The deep freezing 
of the severe winter placed the soil in the 
best possible condition for plowing and plant- 
ing. In some localities the lack of rain has 
been retarding the planting, but in most sec- 
tions timely showers have left nothing to be 
desired. Nine-tenths of the acreage is now 
planted, and in the southern portion of the 
State the plants are coming up nicely. The 
large acreage of last year has been added to 
very neariy, 11 per cent, making the State 
area this year about 5,229,000 acres. Twenty- 
four per cent of the crop of last year, it is 
estimated, is still in the hands of farmers, or 
37,430,476 bushels—a larger amount than was 
ever raised in the State in any one year prior 
to 1873. Not nearly so large a proporuon of 
the corn crop is sold as in former years. 
Farmers are finding use for itat home. But 
little of the amount now on hand will be dis- 
posed of on the market; the greater portion 
of it will be fed where it was raised. 


Drivee Well Oases in Iowa. 

The decision of the Judges of the United 
States Circuit Court in Des Moines, Ia., as 
announced in Tue Trisune of May 10, in 
tne case of the drive-well patents, will have 
tor farmers everywhere deep interest. In 
this case were involved all the suits for in- 
fringements and damages in lowa and Min- 
nesota. Judge Nelson, of Minnesota, ais- 
sents from the opinions held by his col- 
leagues, but the decision rendered is con- 
clusive as to all suits pending in both the 
States. The patent is declared invalid be- 
cause its inventor made no application for a 
patent until after the invenwon had been in 
use by the public, and that the reissue was 
vold because it was not for the invention for 
which the original patent was issued, and 
because wells substantially the same as those 
described in the patents were in successful 
use in Milwaukee in 1849 and 1850, or twelve 
years beiore Col. Nelson W. Green invented 
the drive-well for which he claimed and re- 
ceived those patents. >

CORNETTI. 
AN n AND PUNISE- 


Wir Prams, N. T., May 11.—Angelo 
Cornetti, the Italian murderer of Danid 
Cash, a fellow-convict at Smg Sing, Dec. 31, 
1881, was hanged in the prison yard at 7:84 
this morning. The execution passed off 
without aceldent. There were about 800 
present, 

The prisoner was attended last evening by 
the Rev, W. 8. Edgerton, Chaplain of Sing 
Sing Prison. Although a condemned man, 
he refused all spiritual advice. During the 
day he yielded to the entreaties of the Chap- 
lain and knelt down and prayed that God 
would have mercy on his sonl, Edgerton 
persuaded him to undress and liedown. He 
soon dropped asleep, butat the end of fifteen 
minutes awoke with a cry of terror, The 
arrival of the guard at the door of his cell 
added new fire to his frenzy. He thought 
they came to take him to the gallows. 
When the jailer asxed him what he would 
have for breakfast, he replled, Me’a canna’ 
eat.” The prisoner refused to make any 
confession, saying over and over again, 
“ Me’a not going to hans.“ When the hang- 
man, accompanied by four Deputy-Sheriffs, 
entered the prison to lead him to the gal- 
lows, he began to cry out with fear. Re- 
ligious exercises were conducted by Chap- 


lain Edgerton, The Lord’s prayer was re 
peated by Cornett, When the hangman ad- 
vanced to pinion his arms and place the 
black cap over his head, the doomed man 
shrieked out, “Me is Democrat —by which 
expression he meant to say, I am a Protest- 
ant.“ It seems Cornetti has for some time 
entertained the idea that Catholics only “xe 
hanged for the commission of crime. * 
this reason he had renounced his allegitan 
te the Mother church and had me 
a Protestant. At 7:33 Cornettl, accom- 
panied by the Deputy-Sheriffs, Chaplain Ka- 
norton. Father Julius, passed throu - 
the door of the jail into — prison-yard.

fate? (“What are "you doing ?’’) was led 
beneath the beam. The black cap was drawn 
over his face, and a moment later the rope 
was cut by Sheriff Horton, The body leaped 
into the air, and after afew convulsive move- 
ments hung motionless, At the end of 
twelve minutes the doctor pronounced life 
extinct, The body was P laced ina pine box 
and taken to the county burial ground, 
FIGHTING FOR LIFE.

Dxxvxx, Colo., May 11.—J[Speclal. IA de- 
cision was rendered in the Supreme Court of 
Colorado today which will cause the release 
of a number of murderers and prevent othars 
charged with killing from going to trial. 
Among the murderers who will be set free is 
A! Packer, the cannibal, whe was recently 
sentenced at Lake City to be hanged two 
weeks hence. It released Albert Garvey. 
who deliberately murdered a man in Wild 
County in 1880 and was sentenced for life, 
and prevents the trial of James Bush, who 
kitted Arbuckle, of Lead ville. in the spring 
of 1879. The decision was rendered upon a 
writ of error in the case of Garvey, which 
was taken to the Supreme Court. Some 
months after his sentence, the 2th of May,

Work Accomplished by the Episcopal 
Diocese of Iowa, 

Des Morngs, Ia., May 11.— [Special.] — The 
annual convention of the ministers and laity 
of the Episcopal Diocese of lowa, which is 
just concluded at Cedar Rapids, was largely 
attended, and the proceedings were of more 
than ordinary interest. The question of di- 
vorce attracted considerable attention. 
Bishop Perry, referring to the subject in his 
annual address, said: “‘ The church recog- 
nizes but one cause for the breaking of the 
marriage tie, and her legislation, both re- 
strictive and prohibitory, must be taught and 
enforced. We cannot consistently denounce 
the plague-spot Of polygamy in a distant sec- 
tion of our National domain and unblushing- 
ly telerate the practical polygamy in another 
form, and with the sanction of so-called law 
and unrebuked bya vitiated pubiie senti- 
ment at home. Thestatistics of divorce at 
the East as well as the West are a National 
shame, Even the forms of religion are pros- 
tituted to give a seeming sanction to the al- 
liance which the Bible and the Church utter- 
ly and completely disallow, It ig our glory 
that in our legislation, whieh is binding on 
clergy and laity alike, we have sought to pre- 
vent this evil so far as our authority goes and 
influence extends.
